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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 . 1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on October 24, 2005 has been entered. 

Claims 1, 3-6 and 8-10 are pending. 

Drawings 

The objection to the drawings has been withdrawn. Applicant's remarks that the drawing 
(labeled Figure 1) is in reference to Ueda et al. and not a replacement to original Figure 1 is 
noted. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1, 3-6 and 8-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for a semi-crystalline structure when boron (B) is present in 
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the carbon shell, does not reasonably provide enablement for such a semi-crystalline structure for 
the other metal components. 

Applicant's remarks filed with the present amendment have been folly considered, 
however they are not persuasive. These remarks appear cumulative to those already submitted 
by applicant and considered by the examiner in the September 12, 2005 Advisory action. The 
Advisory action also raised questions on the relevance of the references, specifically, whether or 
not potassium or aluminum has an effect on the semi-crystalline structure and whether or not a 
graphite-like BC2N is a semi- crystalline structure. These inquiries have not been resolved; 
applicant is requested to address these lines of inquiry in response to this Office action. Please 
refer to the paragraph bridging pages 2-3 of the Advisory action. Applicant also asserts that the 
relevant pages of the references have been submitted. However, submission of the total range of 
pages of a reference, e.g. pages 253-265 of the Caballero et al. reference, is of little use — a 
specific page/line and/or Figure citation to the references would allow the examiner to better 
understand applicant's reasoning, (emphasis added) 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The rejection of claims 1,3-6 and 8-10 under 35 U.S. C. 103(a) based on Ueda et al., 
Yamada et al., Peled et al. and Mao et al. has been obviated. 

The prior art rejection is withdrawn pursuant to the withdrawal of the 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first 
and second paragraph rejection (the former for non-compliance with the written description 
requirement), as set forth in the September 21, 2005 Advisory action. 
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The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: the 
prior art of record does not teach or suggest the claimed invention regarding a semi-crystalline 
structure that is neither crystalline nor amorphous. 

Conclusion 

All claims are drawn to the same invention claimed in the application prior to the entry of 
the submission under 37 CFR 1.114 and could have been finally rejected on the grounds and art 
of record in the next Office action if they had been entered in the application prior to entry under 
37 CFR 1.114. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL even though it is a first action 
after the filing of a request for continued examination and the submission under 37 CFR 1.114.
